Sir Edward Holden Starts Fi- 
nanciers in London Think- 
ing Seriously by Remarks 


ADVOCATES ADOPTION OF 
AMERICAN PRINCIPLES 


Banks Should Be Made Publish 
Annually the Reserves 
on Hand. 


London, Jan, 24.—Sir Edward Hol- 
den, chairman of the London City and 
Midland Bank, has raised an alarm as 
to the inadequacy of the British gold 
reserves, which {is attracting serious 
attention. For a long time past, he 
has advocated publication by the joint 
stock banks of their gold reserves, ar- , 
guing that the present system, where- | 
by only the Bank of England Is hound 
to make such an exposition, with the} 
resultant window-dressing by the 
other banks, constituted a national 
danver, 

Sir Edward pointed out that 
German gold reserve at the end of | 
1918 stood £48,493,000, whereas the 
British gold reserve, as shown by this 
week's Bank of England statement, 
was £32126,000. This is inadequate, 
according to Sir Edward, who declared 
that if a royal commission ever was 
needed, one was neecssary now to In- 
vestigate this point. 

Do Things Right. 

Whenever the Germans made up 
their minds to do a thing, said Sir Ed- 
ward, they did it, They did it in their 
shpbuilding industry under immense 
difficulties and they had done It as re- 
garded their gold reesrves. When the 
president of the Reichs bank said at 
the beginning of 1913 that he Intended 
to increase its stock of gold) by at 
lenst £20,000,000, experts expressed 
skepticism, but he accomplished the 
attempt desptie the expense and loss 
it entailed, Sir Edward emphasized 
the neecssity of a scheme for an emer- 
reney currency in this country, such 
as extsts In other countries, and he 
said that it should be based, to at least 
one-third of its amount, on gold, Ger- 
many and France could protect their 
gold reserye effectively, but England 
could not. 

Reserve Against Liabilities.

London Times Man Points 
Out Vulnerability of 
Locks 


SLIGHT TIDAL WAVE 
WOULD WIPE‘OUT COLON 
afte 


The Canal BréakWater Guards 
the Harbor Only on the 
Northeast Side 


London Jan, 24.—A special study of 
the “earthquake peril’ on the Isthmus 
of Panama and its relation to the fu- 
ture of the canal appears in the South 
American Supplement of the London 


Times, 

“The terror caused in Colon by the 
enarthquake,” says the writer, who was 
stationed on the isthmus at the time 
of the October shocks, “is not due to 
any dred lest the eartn should open 
or bulldings be destreyed, but to the 


knowledge that the city would be easy 
prey for even a small tidal wave, 
Colon and its nelghboring village of 
Cristobal are built upon a coral island, 
flat and no point over eight feet above 
mean tide. Behind this site stretches 
a broad flat fer a mile, before the land 
rises to the hills that surround Gatun. 

“As a matter of fact, a very small 
tidal wave would wash Colon away, 
for there is nothing to break the force 
of such a wave. The canal break- 
water guards the harbor oniy on the 
northeast side. Colon looks out upon 
the open sez, Ten feet of water rol- 
Ing in from the sea would wreck 
the city and probably drown most of 
the inhabitants.” 

The Times correspondent discusses 
the New York World's warning that 
an earthquake “fault across the isth- 
mus would render all the work so far 
done practically useless. He adds:
